Hi All, 


Just ran by the UPS non-delivery place that can't find my wildlife refuge 
out in the country where there is plenty of room for antennas, the birds 
love the wires and the Bald Eagles love the high towers and big beams. (I 
even have a small Tri-bander that I can't use right now because a Bald Eagle 
has built a nest on the top side of the beam!). I guess I should have 
realized that I would have this kind of problem and not moved unto this 87 
acre paradise with a 20 acre Bass pond 50 feet from my front door. Anyway, 
back to the subject. I picked up a new QRP project. I thought I would try 
to modify a K-2 for class D CW and class A (ultra linear) SSB with 
hi-fidelity audio. I just love a rig with excellent audio. I plan to 
change all of the power supplies to switching supplies. Each transistor 
will have its own nanite switcher to conserve power from the 13.8 volt 
battery/solar array. The solar array is big enough to run the solid state 
1.2 KW amplifier, but the battery smooths out the fluctuations from the 
periods of darkness that occur in this part of the country (Oklahoma) from 
about 0200 UTC until about 1200 UTC this time of year. We still don't know 
what causes this, but we are working on it. I know you are all asking where 
I found a 13.8 volt battery. I had it specially built for my QRP operation 
so I could get a little more operating time than those of you that operate 
off of twelve volt batteries. It's NiMH so it has more capacity than a NiCa 
type. I put these chemical formulas in here because my wife is a 
science/math professor that is head of the aviation department at the 
college and teaches people to fly (airplanes). She likes it when I sound 
educated. 


I got the rig built and modified just before I wrote this note, but I had to 
put off the list of jobs my boss gave me to do first. I have so many jobs 
that have been pre-empted by higher priority jobs the oldest jobs are coming 
around for a second and third time. Some of the jobs are so old they don't 
even make the parts to £1ix them anymore. It makes for more boat anchors for 
the next hamfest. Anyway, the Class D (one step more efficient than class 
E) CW portion will only work on 27.185 Mhz. I haven't figured out why this 
is, but I have the circuit emailed to the K-2 guys and they said I should 
have an answer by midnight or they would quit making the K-2. You guys are 
GREAT! As for the class A SSB hi-fidelity audio, the rig now does SSB over 
the entire HF spcetrum................. all at once! My Good-Buddy neighbor 
(5 miles down the road) says he has been trying to get his rig (a Cobra, I 
think, whatever that is) to do this for years. He said I should get a 
patent and wants me to fix his the same way. I really don't trust him too 
much. He's kinda like a snake in the grass. 


I know I'm just a gonna' get all kinds of trash mouth over this and probably 
alot of Fires and Brimstone from you know where so at least do it off line 


so's I won't have to read it. That way the only thing that will get burned 
is the tips of your fingers from typing so hard and fast ‘cause all of that 
adrenalin that will be flowing. 


Ya' all was warned in the beginning so ifin you got this far and haven't 
burst a blood vessel or had a TIA, just remember this "Truckers Friend" 
located on the Thousand Oaks Wildlife and Environmental Refuge (T.O.W.E.R. 
we didn't name it that for nothin') located between the Turner Turnpike and 
old Route 66 about 40 miles Northeast of Oklahoma City where QRP'ers have a 
field day operating with super high gain antennas that make 100 milliwatts 
sound like a Killowatt because we got the room and the neighbors say the 
antennas are for the birds! If you are ever out this way, drop on by. We 
can always be reached on the Buffalo Link (check your latest ARRL directory 
for the frequencies), but we prefer you use our callsign instead of our good 
buddy name on the repeater. The fishing is great and you don't need a 
license except to talk on the radio unless its that other QRP radio and then 
you don't need a license to talk on that one, you don't even need a brain. 
We always put a steak on the grill for company and for those that like to 
try QRP aeronautical, we are always looking for an excuse to go fly the 
bi-plane if I can get help opening the barn door. Don't be afraid of the 
open cockpit, ‘cause you are strapped in, but you really have to hang onto 
that rig at the top of the loop! The loop is what gets the long wire 
streached out so the rig will load up correctly.

Viola...The 56 ohm resistor is found!!! 


Thought I'd give one more look before I brought on 

the vacuum....Hung both of the bench lights, which are 

on goosenecks, over the front side of the bench and started 
looking...Was there on my hands and knees(no small trick 

for an old gray hair... :-) ) and boom... there it sat, nestled on the 
edge of the carpet pile...... 


Now I hate to admit this, but I tried this kit with the same old 
tools and stuff that I have been using for all my building... 


Two 1 in x 2 in x 3 in steel blocks to keep the old board from 
moving...Use them one on top of the other for a sort of vice sometimes, 
and other times just against the board on the bench to keep 

it from moving.... 


A Radio Shack 15 watt iron that happens to have a tip that is a 
conical one that goes down to about 1/16 in at the end...May be 
a little hot for the job, but can be used....Seemed to be small 
enough.... 


A roll of the prescribed silver content solder that I found in the 
tool box....Radio Shack 62/36/2 tin/lead/silver in .022 dia.... 


Fingers for picking up the parts...yes, big ole' klutzy fingers.... 
Those little critters don't seem to go 'PING' out of your fingers 
like they might with tweezers....Used a small food cup to keep 

the multiples of parts....set on my LEFT side so I don't clobber it 
with my right handed soldering iron gyrations.... 


Toothpick for the left hand as a parts holder til i could get the critter 
stuck the first time. This is definitely substandard to some type 

of mechanical hold down...one that doesn't shake so much... :-) 

The biggest problem I had was with the dome on first pad tinning... 

and it was the smallest that I could seem to create...Tried it a few 

times with just the tinning on the pads, but not quite enough to do the job... 
Those little critters seemed slick on the pads and it was difficult 

to hold them still in position with the left hand while shaking over 

to pick up the soldering iron with the right hand....Got to built one 

of those hold downs.... 


Small phillips screwdriver for the right hand to push the chip into 
position while holding down on it with the left hand and toothpick.. 
By the way...some of those devices seem to have iron in their 


leads as some residual magnetism in the screwdriver would move 
or sometimes pick up the chip..... Would never have guessed that!!! 


Only big mishap I had was the resistor chip over the side....was 
positioning on the board and kind of slipped or something and it 

just plopped off the board, onto the desk, then slid gently off the 
bench onto the rug....Couldn't really tell if it hit the rug directly or 
maybe bounced off the chair into the under bench quagmire, or 

stuck in my pants or socks or what..... The ensuing several minutes 

if captured on film or video sure would have brought back memories 

of Buster Crabbe or one of the Three Stooges at work.... 


Did make one BOOBOO with one of the 8 pin widgets...Socked it 
right onto the pads and positioned it and proceeded to tack it 
down, then noticed with horror that it was backwards. Guess I 
was so intend on getting the terminals lined up that I forgot the 
major orientation problem....Shame on me..... 


And then there were those glass diodes!!! Not only small, but ROUND!!!! 

Now that was a real circus trying to catch that thing rolling around on 

the board with the toothpick in one hand and the either the screwdriver 

or just a finger on the right hand....and, trying to get it on the top of the 
solder dome to boot.... :-) A stationary holddown sure would have made 

life much easier there... 


So now, on to the completion...put that resistor in place and then 
argue with the toroid transformer..... By the way...did any others 

get two sizes of wire???? The green wire measured about .0175 

and the red about .0140, both with their insulation on....Don't suppose 
it will make any real difference..... Just looks funny... 


To actually do the assembly I took a sheetof paper and made a list of both of 
the bag contents and the part ID. So this was my work sheet and double 
check sheet. The entries looked like this: 


Bag 1: 

16 -1 ¢3 c6 c7 c8 c10 c15 c17 c19 C21 c22 c23 C28 
It 82p ci c5 c25 

I2 1000p c18 


I3 270 c4 c20 


and on down the line. Crossed off each part as I soldered it on. 
Seemed to work out well...We'll see when the test phase comes.... 


This is only the second attempt at SMD work...first was at the Ft 


Tuthill hamfest at Flagstaff last year with the keyer kits...Only 3 
SMD parts as I remember....Positioning is everything... :-) 
Well, almost..... 


Now, where is that case kit....:-)

I have been on an emotional roller coaster since I received my SMK-1 
kit. I haven't been so excited since I received my last Heathkit in the 
mail (a long time ago). Opening the Priority Mail box I see that it's a 
great kit. I read the instructions twice and I now know that this is a 
really great kit. I'm worried a tiny bit by the statement in the manual 
that says that I will lose some parts. 


I'm 57 years old and wear eyeglasses. I'm ready, however, with bright 
lights and a head mounted magnifying system. No problem. Let's do it. 
Next night I do it. I stare at the itsy bitsy parts and suddenly I 
think, I can't do this -- these parts are too tiny. Quit now, I say to 
myself. No, I go ahead and open the pocket containing the first 13 
Capacitors. With tweezers, and magnifier, and bright lights, I clumsily 
solder in the first cap. But, hey, I actually soldered it in. Not 
artwork, but looks OK. As I get to the 13th capacitor the solder joints 
are starting to look like "real SM solder joints". I'm feeling really 
good. The 14th and 15th capacitors go down pretty well. But then, 
opening the micro-mini package containing the 16th capacitor, somehow 
the cap goes flying through the air. I think I hear it hit the wall. 

No 
little pinkish/purplish 82 picofarad SM capacitor can be found - 
nowhere.

One of the major problems members of the SMK-1 kitting crew faced was 
components that got away from the tweezers. I spent five minutes 
crawling around the tile floor looking for a couple capacitors. I found 
a dead beetle, some dried mud, a couple dust bunnies, a spider and a 
tiny rock, but the capacitors turned to vapor. BE CAREFUL when handling 
these parts. And when all else fails, follow Bob Parks advice below. 


Bob Parks wrote: 


Put an old nylon stocking (or panty hose leg) over the end of the tube of a 
canister-type vacuum cleaner and go over the likely spots where the items 
have disappeared. The nylon stocking makes a great filter allowing the 
vacuum air to pass through. After turning off the vacuum, search through 
the debris caught by the nylon filter and, USUALLY, your lost part will be 
found.

What is dangerous is lead as a soluable salt, in which case the 
body can easily take it in. 


When working with lead as a metal, you will undoubtedly get some 


on your hands and body. If you injest it, it can be bad in the sense 


that a chunk of metal has a relatively small surface area and it 


passes through the system fairly fast, but lead that is ‘small particle' 
has a relatively large surface area for the same weight. Saliva 
and other acids I suppose do attack it. 


Now you don't eat a bullets worth every time you solder, but you 
do expose yourself to a small amount, and this can build up with 
time if ingested repeatedly. 


So, if working with lead, I suppose the best advice would be to 
WASH UP before you eat!! And just be aware that food that 
handle can get the dirt from your hands on it. I know, sounds 
so obvious.... 


This goes for shooters and reloaders too! Only there it's a REAL 
problem. With all new equipment, the only lead exposure is 

the metal (possibly) in the bullets. But with fired materials, 
like empty cartridges to be reloaded, there can be a LARGE 
ammount of a lead salt from the fired primer material.

Karl, 
I have built two of these and really like them both. The first one I put into 


an Altoids tin for portable operation, and the second into a project box 
about 2.5" X 3" for general shack duties. 


The kit is nice, but I found the holes on the PCB to be a bit too small for 
my tastes (and shaky hands), so the second one I built ugly style with plain 
old perf board from Radio Shack. The chip only requires a few junk box parts, 
so that's the way I would go, and for that price you can buy two chips. :-) 


On the second unit, I did away with the regulator circuit, and powered it 
with 4 AA cells. This cuts down on a few parts. So far the 4 cells have 
lasted for about two months now. The pot for speed selection is nice, but you 
can set it faster via an input command, this again saves a part or two. 


This project is a really good one if you want to try a small enclosure like 
the Altoids, or similar type. As with any chip, use a socket, and read the 
instructions first. 


You can see the one I did in the Altoids tin at my website (link on bottom in 
Sig line), also if you look at my shack photo's (please don't laff) you will 
see the second one I built next to my power supply.

Been helping mark final exams. After seeing students just 
pluggin' numbers into memorized equations, you can see 
that rote regurgitation doesn't work. 

So we've all seen this equation, used to calculate 
the collector impedance or plate impedance required by a 
final amp: 

Z = Vec*2/(2 x Po) 

where Z is the required collector or plate load in ohms, 
and Vcc is the DC supply voltage and Po is the output RF 
power in watts. 

There's a basic assumption that the peak-to-peak 
collector voltage is twice the supply voltage. And the 
collector voltage waveform is a clean sinewave. Both are 
shaky assumptions, but the formula generally works OK. 

The collector pulls down to ground to give a peak voltage 
equal to Vcc. When the collector let's go, voltage swings 
above Vcc by the same amount. 

The collector voltage usually isn't a sinewave, but 
the sinewave equivalent (sans harmonics) roughly conforms 
to the assumption mentioned above. We've used this formula 
for decades. Let's follow it through... 
peak-to-peak collector voltage = 2 x Vcc. Let's find the 
RMS value of this, assuming its a sinewave. The conversion 
factor between peak-to-peak and RMS for a sinewave divides 
by twice sqrt(2): 

Vrms = Vpp/(2 x sqrt(2)) 

in our case Vpp is twice Vcc: 

Vrms = (2 x Vcc)/(2 x sqrt(2)) = Vcec/sqrt(2) 

The power at this point is the RMS voltage squared divided 
by the collector load. This collector impedance is 
determined by the output filter transforming its 50 ohm 


load to Z at the collector: 

Pout (rms) = (Vcc/sqrt(2))42/Z 

Pout = Vcc%2/(2 x Z) 

This is the decades-old formula relating output power to 
DC supply voltage and collector or plate impedance. 

So quit memorizing formulas, and remember first principles.

My company (High Sierra Electronics) manufactures a solar panel regulator. It is 
a linear regulator set to provide a ‘float’ voltage of 13.7 Volts. The maximum 
current is 3 amps. This is a very safe approach which will not create excessive 
gassing of the electrolytic. High charge 

voltages will take a battery from 90% full to 100% full faster than a float 
charger, but needs to be either automatically or manually disconnected so as not 
to damage the battery. The automatic ones are refered to as two step regulators

Yep, the builders or developers are usually the ones who make 
the rules. But here's a hint about why it happens. I watched 

this in an area where my Dad built a home in Florida, back in 
the 80s. 


Developer figures broadcast TV reception in the area isn't 

very good. Asks local cable service if they will wire the 
proposed development. Cable service says: sure, for XXX dollars. 
Developer says "No way. You are going to make the profit off 
that." Cable service says: "OK, no wiring then." 


Since the area is outside any incorporated body that has a 

cable licensing agreement, it all works down to negotiations 
between the developer and the cable service. The cable service(!!) 
wants the antenna restriction. They want every resident to be 
forced to subscribe to cable in order to get TV reception. And 

we all know that its a rare household that will live without TV 
any more... Ultimately the developer puts in the restriction to 
please the cable service, and get the cable wiring free or at a 
greatly reduced cost. 


Of course cable services don't like hams either, since we complain 
about them interfering with us and their users complain that we 
interfere with reception. 


The Congressional intervention was ostensibly made to force the 
cable services to "compete" and accept "competition" from the 
satellite network people. (Actually, it was probably made because 
the dish network people paid off enough congresscritters to get it 
voted in.) It would take similar action to get Congress to do 
anything for amateur radio in restricted developments. 


The best long term plan is still to boycott developments that try 
to enforce these restrictions.

>I did do one thing that really helped me, and have not seen discussed. 
> 

>I would guess that one of the things to REALLY avoid is putting a part 
>in a wrong location. To help prevent that, I did the following: 

> 

>1) Make about 8 to 10 copies of the parts placement drawing (page 6 of 
>the SMK-1 manual), or make enlarged photocopies of the PC board. What 
>you want to clearly see is the part designators (R1, C2,...) on the 
>board. 

>2) Go thru the instructions and use a hi-lighter to show the location of 
>the first 10 (or so) parts to install. You are making a "visual aid" to 
>facilitate locating the parts when it is time to solder them in. 

>3) Get another of your photocopies and repeat for the next 10 parts. 
>Label each copy as to which line items it is to be used for. I.e, sheet 
>1 is for line 6; sheet 2 is for lines 1 thru 5. Etc... 

>4) Check your work!! When you have colored in each of the parts, you 
>will have about 8 pages that will help locate an individual part when 
>you install it. Less time searching for the location of C13, and less 
>chance of putting it in the wrong socket. 

> 

>Well, that's my suggestion. I hope to finish the kit in a couple of 
>days, and am anxiously looking forward to the 10M SMD kit.

Building ham gear (QRP) with surface mount parts in not only possible but, 


believe it or not, fun. No, I do not enjoy visits to the dentist. 


The tools needed to complete an SM project may already be in your tool kit. 
There is little in the way of specialized tools used here to work with SM. A 
pair of hemostats, tweezers, a small tip soldering iron, skinny solder, 
perhaps some Loctite (to hold parts down) and toothpicks. 


A recent project here has been an ATV transmitter PCB smaller than a 9V 
battery. I built one about 8 years, simply duplicated it now. It worked 
then, and the new one works now. 


Patience helps, as does good eyes (or magnification), and a simple means of 
holding your work. PCB holders (Panavise) will work, but so will clothespins. 


I am not sure that I would want to tackle a feature-laden HF transceiver 
using all SM, but something in the QRP category is certainly do-able and 
withing the realm of most home-builders. The upcoming NorCal project sounds 
like it will fit this category comfortably.
